A New System of Packing.—This great departure is the natural outcome of complaints, 


which come from buyers in all sections of the country, of excessive express charges, particularly on small 
orders of seeds. Heretofore the universal practice has been to pack in wooden boxes, which alone weighed 
from 5 lbs. to 30 lbs. By our new method we use strong 
light baskets, weighing scarcely 1 lb. 

This will effect a saving to our customers of one-half 
the express charges in many cases. In packing seed orders 
we line the baskets with oiled paper, and use waterproof 
canvas covers, thus insuring their arrival in perfect con- 
dition.

This trade-mark 
label (which is of varying sizes) is printed on red paper with black ink, and, in most cases, is affixed over the 
lip of the bag or package. We began this practice of sealed packages in 1886, having been reluctantly forced 
to adopt it because of the many complaints that had been made to us by buyers, where unscrupulous dealers 
had foisted on them other seeds under the mantle of our hard-earned reputation. The fairness of selling 
seeds in this way is rapidly being acknowledged by dealers, many of whom now order seeds put up in our 
original packages, sealed with the red trade-mark label.

Is usually grown from the roots, and in that way a year or more is saved in 
the maturing of the crop. The most convenient shape to make the bed is to have 
it about six feet wide, with an alley or path two feet on each side. This will re- 
quire six rows one foot apart, and a bed of that length fifty feet long will be ample 
for the wants of an ordinary family. It will require about three years from the 
time of sowing until the bed is in full bearing, but it is, we think, the most satis- 
factory of all garden vegetables, for a bed once established is good for twenty 
years, and the product of a bed of that size could not be bought in market for 
less than $15 or $20 annually, besides having the advantage of this most excellent 
vegetable fresh from the ground. About one pound of seed will suffice for a bed 


6x50. Itshould be sown in drills one foot apart, and when the plants are four or 
five inches high they should be thinned out so that the plants will be one foot 
apart from each other in all the rows. This will necessitate the pulling out the 
greater part of the plants, but they must not stand closer than one foot apart. 
Great care must be taken for the first year to keep down all weeds as soon as they 
appear, else they will choke up and destroy the young seedling Asparagus. The 
deeper the soil and greater abundance of manure that is used, the greater will be 
the crop, for Asparagus is what the gardeners call a gross feeder.

The early varieties of Cabbage are cultivated more extensively than any other 
vegetable. In latitudes where the thermometer never indicates 20 degrees below 
the freezing point, seed. may be sown in the open border in October, and planted 
out on the first opening of spring; butin our Northern States they must either be 
sown in hot-beds in February, or, what is still better, wintered over in cold frames; 
for this purpose the seed is sown from the 10th to the 20th of September. Atten- 
tion to date is important; if too soon the plants might run to seed, and if too late 
they would be toosmall. In four or five weeks from the time of sowing they will 
be fit to transplant into the cold frames. In planting, itis very important with 
Cabbage or Caulifiower, that the plant is set down to the first leaf, so that the stem 
is all under ground, for, if exposed, it will be split by the action of the frost, and 
will be injured in consequence.

CELERY.

Our manner of treating the Celery crop of late years is very much simplified. 
Instead of sowing the seed in a hot-bed or cold frame as practiced in Europe, it is 
sown in the open ground as soon asit is fitto work in April, and kept carefully clear 
of weeds until the time of plantingin Juneand July. In our warmer climates—if 
raised in hot-beds, as in England—a majority of the plants would run to seed. The 
tops are shorn off once or twice before planting, so as to insure ‘‘ stocky” plants, 
which suffer less on being transplanted. After the ground has been nicely prepared, 
lines are struck out on the level surface, three feet apart, and the plants set six 
inches apartin rows. If the weather is dry at the time of planting great care 
should be taken that the roots are properly ‘‘firmed.’’ Our custom is to turn back 
on the row and press by the side of each plant gently with the foot. This compacts 
the soil, and partially excludes the air from the roots until new rootlets are formed, 
which will usually be in forty-eight hours, after which all danger is over. This 
practice of pressing the soil closely around the roots is essential in planting of all 
kinds, and millions of plants are annually destroyed by its omission. After the 
planting of the Celery is completed, nothing further is to be done for six or seven 
weeks, except running through between the rows with the cultivator or hoe and 
freeing the plants from weeds until they get strong enough to crowd them down. 
This will bring us to about the middle of August, by which time we have usually 
that moist and cool atmosphere essential to the growth of Celery. Then we begin 
the ‘‘earthing up” necessary for the blanching and whitening of that which is 
wanted for use during the months of September, October and November. The first 
operation is that of ‘‘ handling,” as we term it; that is, after all the soil has been 
drawn up against the plant with the hoe, it is further drawn close around each 
plant by the hand, firm enough to keep the leaves in an upright position and pre- 
vent them from spreading. This being done, more soil is drawn against the row 
(either by the plow or hoe, as circumstances require) 80 as to keep the plant in this 
upright position. The blanehing process must, however, be finished by the spade, 
which is done by digging the soil from between the two rows, and banking it clear 
up to the top on each side of the row of Celery. Three feetis ample distance be- 
tween the dwarf varieties; but when larger sorts are used the width of the 
rows must be at least 434 or 5 feet. For fuller details on Celery culture please 
refer to the new edition of Peter Henderson’s book, ‘‘ Gardening for Profit.”

‘The best fertilizers are those of a dry or absorbent nature, as plaster, lime, superphosphate of lime and bone dust. For wet soils these are particularly beneficial, as they 
not only promote growth, but prevent disease. Plant as early in spring as the ground can be had in fair working order, in hills or ridges, about three feet apart, covering 
in light, warm soils, about four inches deep, but in cold, wet situations, two and one-half or three inches will be sufiicient.

The Cultivation of the Chrysanthemum 


Is exceedingly simple; if wanted to flower only in the open ground, all that is necessary is to plant them in the open border in any good 
ground, well enriched with manure. If possible plant them in a warm sheltered spot, particularly in any section north of Baltimore, as, 
being the latest of all flowers of autumn, a better development will be had if planted in a place sheltered by a fence, hill or shrubbery. 
As they are all sold grown in pots, they can be planted out any time from April to July, though preference may be given to May. They 
form an average width by October of two feet in diameter, if the tops are pinched off so as to make them bushy ; they should be set out 
at about two feet apart each way. The ‘‘topping” or ‘“‘ pinching” back, as it is called, should not be done later than 1st of August; if 
much later it might destroy the flowering to some extent. 


FOR HOUSE CULTURE. 


When wanted to be grown for Green-house or house culture the best plan for amateurs is to put each plant when received in a flower 
pot 6, 7 or 8 inches wide and deep; plunge these pots to the rims in the epen ground, level with the soil, treating exactly the same as 
recommended for planting in the open border, by pinching, ete. Care should, however, be taken to turn the flower pots round every 8 
or 10 days, so as to prevent the roots getting through the bottom of the pot, the object being to confine the whole roots within the pot. 
This same plan is the best for amateurs who cultivate any kind of plant to grow in the house or green-house in winter, 


LARGE CHRYSANTHEMUM FLOWERS 


Which are seen at the exhibitions are obtained by pinching off all the buds but one on each shoot, just as soon as the buds can be seen; 
‘‘disbudded,” as it is called, in this way, many kinds of Chrysanthemum flowers can be obtained six to nine inches in diameter. This 
is the method used to obtain all the fine flowers seen at the Exhibitions. Itis deceiving, however, to those unacquainted with the plan, 
because a flower so obtained showing six or seven inches in diameter, if grown with half a dozen flowers on the same spray, would not 
be half the size. Hence amateurs, who have selected special kinds from the cut flower tables at Exhibitions, must not be disappointed 
at finding them half the size when they flower, unless they use the same process of disbudding to obtain large flowers.
